SENIOR  VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS 

Delivered  at  the  201b  Graduation  Ceremony  by  Head  Prefect  Christian  Figueiredo 


Last  weekend,  I  felt  change.  My  family  found 
ourselves  reorganizing  our  house;  we  were 
bringing  in  new  furniture,  configuring  our 
current  possessions,  and  disposing  of  items  we 
felt  were  not  worth  keeping.  My  family  is  not 
moving  across  the  country,  nor  are  we  moving 
houses  at  all.  It  was  time  for  change  and  we 
decided  to  go  with  it.  However,  as  I  watched 
such  a  familiar  space  transform  before  me,  I 
felt  uneasy;  I  felt  as  though  I  was  leaving  a  part 
of  myself  behind.  I’m  sure  you  have  all  had  a 
similar  experience  dealing  w  ith  the  bizarre 
arrival  of  change.  Sometimes  it  hits  you  right 
away  -  for  instance,  the  event  I  just  described  - 
but  other  times,  change  can  sneak  up  on  you. 

Mr.  Beatty,  Mr.  O’Leary,  Father  Donkin,  staff, 
parents,  guests,  and  brothers:  welcome  and 
thank  you.  I  am  honoured  to  be  giving  the 
valedictory  address  on  behalf  of  our  class.  I 
hope  by  doing  so  I  can  show  gratitude  to  you 
all  for  the  many  ways  you  have  shaped  my  life 
and  the  lives  of  every  grad  who  walked  across 
the  stage  today.  Although,  it  is  increasingly 
hard  to  believe  this  day  has  come;  this  day, 
with  intangible  weight,  felt  like  it  would  never 
arrive. Though  I  cannot  speak  for  us  all,  I  feel 
it  hasn’t  sunk  in  yet  -  none  of  it.  As  a  class 
we  have  endured  our  ‘last  even  song’,  ‘last 
assembly’,  ‘last  high  school  exam’,  yet  I  feel 
as  though  come  September  I’ll  be  back  in  this 
space  to  hear  the  choir  belt  their  songs,  see  Jon 
and  Nathan  run  assembly,  and  feel  the  strong 
presence  of  Georgian  spirit  burst  from  every 
pew.

1  am  confident  there  will  alwavs  be  a  student 
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who  needs  you. Thank  you. 

Parents,  guardians,  relatives,  and  loves  ones: 
to  paraphrase  Anthony  Lisi’s  remarks  from  the 
Legacy  Celebration,  “My  parenting  experience 
is  limited”.  Still,  your  hard  work  and  care  has 
not  gone  unnoticed.  It  may  not  always  seem 
that  w  ay  when  w  e  tell  you  little  about  our  day, 
when  we  come  home  late  without  replving  to 
your  texts,  or  when  we  tell  you  to  buy  tickets 
to  our  prom  the  day  they  are  due,  but  the 
accomplishments  of  every  boy  in  this  chapel  are 
a  testament  to  the  hard  work  and  unconditional 
care  you  have  given  them  their  whole  lives.  I 
have  yet  to  hear  someone  sav  this  better  than 
our  own  Jackson  Russett,  so  I  will  summarize 
by  quoting  him.
